Some of the finest 
specimens of ancient earthwor-ks in 
the state are on this land giving it in 
addition to its intrinsic value, a b's- 
toric worth which would be of great 
attraction to visitors.

Atwell for the retuiH of the land to 
Newark, since it has been abandoned 
for encampment purposes, was that 
it might be converted into a park or 
other useful purpose^ which would 
insure the preservation of this handi- 
work of the Mound Builders.

events, have had quit? a history. 


The- law creating a. State Encamp- 


ment Ground, was passed by the Gen- 
eral Assembly under the Campbell 
administration in 1891.

provided that 
the_ camp 
grounds 


should be located within 60 miles of 
the"geographical center of the state 
The law provided for the appoint- 
ment of a commission, consisting of 
thre"e member^, which was composed 
of Adjutant 
General 
T D. Dill of

General H. A 


Hart of Wtooster, and Col. E. J. Po- 
cock of Columbus. 


Great interest was manifested all 


over Central Ohio in the project and 
great competition on tne part of var- 
ious cities competing was made 


Several mass meetings were held in 


Newark, and 
Senator W. 13. Miller, 


<Col. W. C. Wells ana Captain F. G 
Warden were 
appointed as a com- 


mittee to do all they v could towards 
securing the prize for Newark. ThS, 
committee, composed 
as it 
-was, of 


some of the most enterprising citi- 
zens of Newark, worked diligently to 
attain the desired-end, beginning i>i 
April, and-never letting up until the 
prize bad been lauded through the : 
efforts and the efforts of the Board 


of Trade and of every citizen in the 
place. Fiora the" first the committee 
did most active work, setting forth 
the many advantages -offered by New- 
ark and what it wo aid be to 
the 


Ftate to maintain and preserve these 
magnificent prehistoric 
earthworks, 


which were known as the "Circle" 
and "Octagon" forts. 


The committee 
visited Columbus 


and met the commission numerous 
times, on several occasions "oeing ac- 
companied by large delegations of en- 
terprising citizens.

sion heard the following cases and re- 
served decisions until a later day: 


Arguments of counsel were made to 


the judges of the Circuit court in the 
coses of James Callan and 
Robert 


Scott, plaintiffs in error, vs. Prank C. 
Hoffer, in which Callan ana Scott ask 
the Circuit court to reverse and set 
aside a verdict against them, for $500. 
Scott and Callan at the time, the mat- 
ter happened, were pohce officers in 
this citv, and were called by the pro- 
prietor of the Seller Hotel to arrest 
Hoffer. 
When Scott and Callan ar- 


rived at the hotel they found 
the 


defendant in error at the ladies' en- 
trance, holding on to the knob of the 
door, shaking.the door. Callan 
and 


Scott claimed that they believed Hof- 
fer was drunk and arrested him. On 
the trial of the Common Pleas court 
Hoffer claimed that he had an. epilep- 
tic fit. to which he was subject. The 
jury found for Hoffer 
and awarded 


him ?500 damages. Smythe &Smythe; 
Kibler & Montgomery. 


The case of Benj. Wright, plaintiff 


in error, against the State of Ohio, 
on complaint of Bessie Simpson, was 
argued by Kibler & Montgomery for 
the plaintiff, and Smythe & Smythe 
for the defendant, being a proceeding 
to reverse the judgment of^ the Com- 
mon Pleas court in favor of the de- 
fendant in a .paternity case, the claim 
being made that the verdict of The 
jury was not sustained by sufficient 
evidence, and was against tne evi- 
dence.

The case of Arlington C. Nessley 


against The Anchor Fire Insurance 
company to 
reverse the Common 


Pleas court for failing and refusing. 
on the motion of Nessley, to render a 
judgment on the verdict of the jury 
in his favor for $900 on a policy of 
fire insurance for damages resulting 
from a fire loss. The Smythes 
and 


Kibler & Montgomery represent the 
plaintiff and Norpell & Norpell 
the 


defendant. 


The case of Charles Follett against 


the City of Newark was argued byNC. 
H. Follett and Frank" Bolton, being 
a proceeding to reverse the judgment 
of the Common Pleas court 
whicn 


was for the city in a suit in which 
Follett claimed damages for the use 
of a strip of land at tne corner of 
Blmwood avenue and Locust street, 
claimed to be used by the city for a 
street. 


The case of the Zanesville Electric 


Railway company against Mary Lane 
was submitted on a petition in error 
to reverse a judgment against the 
company for damages which were al- 
leged to have been sustained while 
the defendant, Mary 
Lane, was a 


passenger. It is claimed that the 
judgment was erroneous in several 
particulars. The attorneys 
engaged 


were Pomerine of Columbus and 
Owens of Mt. Vernon. 


The case of Columbus. Newark and 


Zanesville Electric railway company 
vs. Mary Lane, was argued and sub- 
mitted to the Circuit court The rail- 
way company asks the Circuit court 
to set aside the verdict of the jury 
awarding damages"to Mary Lane, who 
was a passenger on a street car, and 
was injured

Winter Without Food. 


The philosophy or nature of hiber- 


nation and "Why and how it is that the 
hibernating creatures can go so long 
without food are interesting studies. 


In the first place, the creature In or- 
ler to enable it to sustain life through- 
out the long winter during which it 
hibernates is endowed with the capac- 
ty of accumulating within'its body a 
urge quantity of fat This fat is to the 
animal what a well stocked coal cellar 
s to a fire, and until the whole of it 
has been consumed the tissue of the 
jody proper remains untouched. 
It 


las been ascertained that animals can 
udure the waste of tissu-' until it 
amounts to 40 per cent of their normal 
weight Should the weight be reduced 
beyond that point the result is death, 
lut nature comes to the rescue of the 
ribernating creatures in another way. 
Vhen the hibernation begins, resplra- 
ion and digestion almost cease (in 
ome cases they cease absolutely), and 
he circulation is only just active 
enough to sustain life. As a conse- 
quence of this the wear and tear is re- 
duced to the minimum, and the crea- 
ure is enabled to pull through.—New 
fork American,
